Mark 5. Gilley, WA4YQN, Advanced 
Class 


Mark Gilley served in the U. 3S. 
Navy four years and never sailed 
aboard a ship. 

After he left the Navy, earned 
a bachelor of science degree in elec- 
trical engineering at North Carolina 
State University at Raleigh, and re- 
turned to work for the Navy as a 
Civilian employee, he not only sailed 
aboard a ship, he made a beachhead 
landing with the Marines. 

"We climbed down the cargo net in- 
to an LCU, rode right up on the beach, 
and camped out for a week,” he said, 
recalling the experience. 

The landing at Sardenia in the 
Mediterranean Sea was part of a field 
test for a communications system Mark 
and three colleagues were responsible 
for designing, fabricating, and field 
testing. The system was a teletype 
and phone operation. 

"We proved out the feasibility 
and practical application of the sys- 
tem,” Mark said. 

"Basically, it is a tactical type 
System for deployment with the Marines 
to permit them to set up a command 
post and have HF communications back 
into major communication centers," 
he said. "This gives them a high 
traffic, high reliability system.

"That's what we were responsible 
for putting together, and it looks 
like it was pretty successful," he 
Said. "We did the first one. Now 
when the Marine Corps is ready for 
production of the system, it's going 
to be up to private industry to con- 
tract for building future systems." 


Mark said that as a Navy civilian 
employee he was responsible for com- 
munications systems on several ships 
and rode them in the course of his 
work. When he was on active duty with 
the Navy, all of his duty was ashore. 


Mark joined the Navy in June 1966 
after graduating from Morehead High 
School at Eden, N. C. and attending 
NCSU for a year. Following boot camp 
and six months in the Communications 
Technician school at Pensacola, Flor- 
ida, he was assigned to the Pentagon 
at Washington, D. C. He served the 
remainder of his four-year tour of 
duty there. 

Mark said a communications tech- 
nician specializes in handling se- 
curity traffic, while a radioman 
handles general traffic. 

He left the Navy in 1970 and by 
1972 had earned an associate in 
science degree from Rockingham Com- 
munity College at Wentworth. He 
then transferred to NCSU at Raleigh 
and received his bachelor of science 
degree in electrical engineering 
with honors in May 1¢74. 
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His civilian career with the Navy 
began shortly after graduation and 
lasted until August 1976. He and 
wife Nancy moved to Raleigh where 
he joined Exide Power Systems in 
September as a systems field engi- 
neer. 

Mark said he had "always been a 
ham at heart. 

"As far back as I can remember, 
I've been interested in electronics 
and communications. I never really 
sat down and got myself to the 
point of passing atest. I never 
really zot involved enough." 

when he did get involved, he 
wasted no time in upgrading. He 
was first licensed as a novice in 
October 1975. In May 1976, he 
passed his general and advanced 
exams the same day. He wants to 
take the extra exam soon. 

Mark is participating in the 
Engineer in Training (EIT) pro- 
gram. He éntered the four-year 
program upon graduation from NCSU. 
At the end of four years, and 
upon successful completion of a 
second one-day examination (he 
took the first exam to enter the 
program), he will become a regis- 
tered professional engineer in 
North Carolina. 

Mark prefers CW operation in 
amateur radio. He operates a 
Kenwood TS-820 into a long wire 
through a homebrew antenna tuner. 

Other interests include flying. 
He has a private pilot's license 
to operate a single engine air- 
craft. 

Mark was born in Leaksville, 

N. C. December 1, 1946. It is now 
known as Eden. 

The small communities of Leaks- 
ville, Spray, and Draper in Rock- 
ingham County in the 1960's 
merged to become Eden.
